RAINFALL FIGURES 
DISCLOSED. 


. SUARD'S ACTION. . 


Interesting figures'of the rain- 
fall at Shatin on April 20, when 
the Kowloon-Ganton . Railway 
disaster oecurred,. were supplied 
at the reatimed inquiry into ‘the 
circumstances of the mishap held 
by Mr. Hamilton—and a special 
jury at the Kowloon Magistracy, 
yesterday aftcrnoon. 

On the resumption of the in- 
quiry Mr. R. M. Henderson, 
sistant Director of Public Works 
and .engincer in charge of Water 
Works Construction, was called: 

Coroner; Was any part of con- 
struction, In your actual charge at 
the thme, affected by this storm? 

Witness: There was no actual 
damage to works | have in my 
charge. 

Coroner: Isn't there any work 
golng on at the Taf Wai Stream 
where it falls out at Shatin?— 
There {s:no work going on at pre- 
sent but there was a certain amount 
of damage to the existing work, 

Did you sec'it subsequently 7—No 
1 have not: seen the’ damage. 

What 1 wanted to get at waa 
this: can you depose, from what 
you had seen from the upper part: 
of the valley, the water which came 
down there ?—-I have been through 
the catchment area nnd the whole 
of the sides of Taimoshan have been 
alfocted, 

Can you tell us anything that 
you think will be of Interest ?—-} ean 
happened: in ‘the 
Shingmun Valley, to a certain ex- 
tent, from information given to me 
by the watchman. There's a amall 
dam just «below the Shingmun 
Village about half a mile’ above 
Pinespple Pasa. There's a snmiull 
intake dam with a 60 foot gauge, 
ten feet deep on it. The water 
came oyer the top of that and an- 
other ten fect above that. The 
width of the stream at that point 
ix cabout 108 feet, 


Quite Unprecedented. 


That's unprecedented as far: as. 
you know ?—Quite. We have known 
it to flow over the top of the wall 
but only a matter of a few feet. 

In 1926 do you recollect what 
happentd?—It came about three 
feet above the wall, 

I suppose you have’ not any 
figures as ta when it started going 
up there? Where it stood on Sun- 
day or anything ?—We had ‘a yood 
deal, of rain the previous day. I 
have not got here what wags going 
over the gauge but perhaps two or 
three inches at the most. 

It would be interesting if we got 
the figures for the rain in the morn- 
ing. There was not much rain In 
the morning, I don’t think ?—The 
rain commenced at 3 p.m. and the 
water was about two or three inches 
over the top. ‘ . 

That was the storm that ulti- 
mately caused the washout at ‘Tai, 
Wat?—Yes. 

Continuing witness said that 
there were three gauves in that 
area, There was one on the south 
west of Grassy Hill, one near tho 
Nam Fong Tau Stream and the 
third jupt above Pincapple Pass 
and all registered eight inches of 
rain. The figures were as follows: 
Grassy Hill, 8.17, Nam Fong Tau 
Stream 8.04, Pineapple Pass 7.86 
inches and at the Kowloon Re- 
servoir $65 Inches were recorded. 

I am not quite sure about these 
readings of rain gauges. Are they 

At what time are they read ?-— 
At 6 1m. 

What's the capacity of the gauge? 
—I think they will take 30 inches.

Without 
it, tho friendship.of Shakespeare 
is to mo meaningless. Who can 
pe friends With a hypothesis? 

To my mind nothing could . be 
more false than the common 
sugyesation that because Shakes- 
peare ja a “universal” dramatist it 
follows that he expresses no per- 
sonality ..of hfs own. Alike in 
those sonneta Where he “unlocked 
his heart” and righ: through the 
plays there are characteristics 
which: stand out to clafin our 
sympathy—the things he believed 
in. ‘ 


They are by no means a 
“universal” collection. On‘ the 
contrary, in thelr order they ard 
singularly rare, and. especially so 
for his period... They express, to- 
gether with what we know of his 
life, n very definite man—human, 
magnetic, supremely, Jovable. It 
fs by this he lives os freshly to 
the modern world nog to his own. 
Without this all his mastery of 
dramatic technique, his — inex- 
haustible faculty of 
creation and wizardry of 
would not have availed. 

Above everything I feel, that 
Shakespeare makes us hia friends 
because he was' himself ‘2 prince 
of “good cempanions.” Of thu 
things he believed in, friendship 
is eanily first.’ I never can under- 
stand why dull-eyed ‘commentators 
will persist in excusing. the ‘puy- 
sionate ardour of the sonnets ‘on 
the plea of permitted hyperbole, 
Enough for me that a man of

At the 
little seminaries attached to their 
different vicariates students are al- 
ready being tayyht; when they 
have completed their Mindle 
School and Latin studies, they 
will come to Hongkong to the new 
Seminary to andertake their Philo- 
sophy and Theology courses’ in the 
new College, 

The Philosophy course includes 
Logic, Mpistomology, General Meta.

REVIEW OF DISPUTES 
LAST YEAR. 


——— 


COST OF LIVING. 


Some interesting comment on 
local Inbour conditions last year and 
the effect on workers of the fall in 
exchange is contained in the report 
of the Secretary . for Chinese 
Affairs for’ 1930, just issued. It 
is atated: 


The year 1930 saw a certain in- 
crease in the number of labour dis- 
putes, details of which sare given 
below, It remains true that most 
of the yuilds are financially em- 
barrassed, the hard times through

That there has been Much uncm- 
ployment, especially f.monge un- 
skilled workers, Is certain, Tt has 
probably been xrenter than’in the 
immediately preceeding Years, but 
figures: are impossible to obtain, 
and it ia even doubtful how far the 
fuct is due to the condition of the 
Cotony, and how far to the dis- 
tracted state of the interior, 


Disputes and Strikes, 


In February this office arbitrated 
ina dispute between the rice coolics 
and their employers, due to the de- 
cision of the latter to reduce wages 
by one-third. The attitude of the 
Tung Tak Guild to which the coolies 
belong was reasennble, and the 
matter was eventually settled by a 
compromise,

It wis due to the 
masters to rei 
troduce the oltl complicated s 
of payment which so inte 
competition within the shop that 
the standard of living was serlous- 
Iv lowered. It was peculiarly diffi- 
cult to effect a settlement but the 
workers having enlisted — the 
sympathies of the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce and, of certain pro- 
minent Chinese In the Colony, 
eventually won the dey on all points 
in dispute. It is noteworthy that, 
despite the large numbers. Involved 
and the importation of  strike- 
brenkers ‘from up country, this of- 
fice was able to influence the guild 
to such effect that no violence or 
intimidation occurred. A strike 
affecting about 300 workers in the 
Commercial Press factory was 
settled by a small concession to the 
workers, There is, some indication 
that this strike was engineered 
from outside the Colony. Another 
strike, in the Nanyang Tobacco 
Co.'s factory, was demonstrated to 
be the work of communists from 
without, who spread false rumours 
and distributed inflammatory 
leaficts; the strike lasted only a few 
hours, 


. At the end of the year na dispute 
was still going on between the 
masters of certain wholesale tailor- 
ing’ shops and the workers, who 
have recently organised ao labour 
guild. It concerns n recent reduce 
tion In. the piece-work rates to 
which the masters were driven by 
competition among themselves,

The number of children employed 
shows no tendency to inerense. 
With trade in an almost stagnant 
condition there is no need to engage 
new hands, but should trade im- 
prove it is to be expected that 
children would aguin be taken on 
as learners. The number of chil- 
dren regularly employed in factorics 
does not exceed 100. These are 
mostly working in - knitting 
factories. No European firms 
employ children under the age of 
tifteen years. 


The regulations governing the 
employment of women at night were 
atréngthened during the year by 
further limiting the hours of em- 
ployment. Night work, t.c. between 
the hours of 9 p.m. und 7 a.m. is 
how prohibited for women and all 
young persons under the age of 
eighteen years, This measure did 
not mect with the approval of cer- 
inin Chinese owners of knitting 
factories who petitioned the Gov- 
ernment asking that the regulation 
be relaxed. to allow night work in 
these factories when thought neces- 
sary. They claimed that owing to 
slackness of trade they were unable 
to maintain a steady output and the 
uncertainties of exchange made it 
impossible for them to keep a large 
stock of goods on hand, Overtime 
and night work were’ therefore 
necessary to enable them to. cope 
with orders ay they were received. 
The petition was not granted. An- 
other change - effected during the 
year was that the minimum age for 
admission .of children to fuctories 
was raised from 10 to 12 years. 
This met with,no opposition. These 
two mersures mark an importunt 
step forward - in local industrial 
legislation. . = 


. China's Import Duties,. 


The import taxes recently im- 
posed by the Government of China 
May, temporarily at least, have. o 
detrimental effect , on’ some of the 
local industries which formerly .de- 
pended on the China market. Goods 
manufactured in Hongkong are 
classed uy foreign goods and taxed 
accordingly.

The Chinese, in the circumstances, 
will obviously withdraw. their deposits 
from Hongkong and remit to other 
places such as Canton, Shanghai or 
other Treaty ports, as the Oversen 
Chinese have been remitting to [ong- 
kong at present. That being the caae, 
Hongkons an tl finnncinl centre of 
South Chinn, will be affected to a 
serious extent. x 

2,.—As in all the work! aver, the 
middle class people form the bulk of 
the penaltion and if gold standard 
in adopted here, thia class who, with 
n view to secking gain, will be in- 
duced to remit their earnings to those 
places’ mentioned above and because 
of the proximity to Hongkong, they 
can easily manage to move their 
familics to Canton and the interjor so 
as to curtail family expenses. Thus 
the number of the middle class people 
here will be reduced. , 

n--If Hongkong changes to gold 
basis, the rent, wages and materiols 
of the factories In the Colony must be 
made conformable to gold currency, 
but these products are dependent 
mainly on the market in the interior 
for an outlet. Now, by conversion of 
the Hongkong gold currency into 
Chinese silver currency, the price of 
these products must be enhanced, 
apart from import duty, At — this 
rate. how can they compete againat 
fhe products of the interior? —There- 
fure the factories will he obliged to 
move to the interior to save them- 
selves from toss, ruln and bankruptey, 
So the number of factories and 
workmen will necessarily be reduced. 

4.--If Hongkong changes to gold 
standard, herenfter, in view of the 
disndyantage arising from converting 
Chinese silver money into Hongkong 
gold currency, the tourists from the 
interlor will be deterred from visiting 
Hongkong, nnd consequently their 
number will also be reduced. 

6.—If Hongkong changes to gold 
currency, the number of students froin 
the interior studying in Hongkong, 
though comparatively small, will find 
their limited means: greatly affected 
thereby, 

6.—If ‘the local currency is changed 
to gold, the import merchants, on 
account of paying for stornge and 
transport charges in Hongkong gold 
currency and increasing heavy cost 
will herenfter find it difficult to dis- 
pose of their goods and are bound to 
inéve- ta Canton.

OF RIOTERS. 


Cairo, May 14, 

The elections of firat degree 
delegates, who will eventually re- 
turn tho members of Parlinment, 
opened this morning. 

Sorfous trouble occurred in the 
Rulak and Shubra quarters, ‘where 
railway and. arsenal workers aro 
striking: Mobs at Bulak attacked 
and burnt tramenrs and buses, and 
attempted to'barricade the streots, 
pulling down lamp posts. The 
police were obliged to fire, and it 
is reported that many rioters Were 
killed.

The question of exodus of the 
population fx not so snconsequential 
ng may be imagined at first night; for 
it must be borne in mind that the 
life-blood of the Colony depends, in 
the main, on the bulk of the Chinere 
people who support the various enter. 
prises in Insurance, Shipping and 
Banking. And one needs only to 
consider the Public Utilities in the 
Colony; notwithstanding the present 
severe depression of trade, the local 
dense population have kept, never- 
theless, everything going and on -a 
paylng basis. 

Obversely, Hongkong, as a dia- 
tributing ‘centre, depends on the 
volume of trnfflc passing through in 
commerce, shipping and banking. 
The greater the population, the larger 
the amount of trade, and the more 
financing activities there are 
emanating from the local banks. 
After Stabilisation, there ~ might be 
more stabillty in currency, but it 
would more likely than not bring about. 
a dwindling population, trade, ship- 
ping and banking. Docs'nt that seem 
to sacrifice much for little? 

The Stabilisntionists have referred 
to the adoption of Gold Standard in 
Dairen with - nauseating. frequency. 
They have, consciously, closed their 
eves to one important essential, 
namely Dairen has the, advantage of 
closert Sino-Japanese co-operation, 
that is, the Government and the 
people, in’ agricultural and industrial 
enterprises, In addition to the usual 
portion of shipping and banking. 

: Guilds’ Meeting. 

A discussion on the currency problem 
was held at the Twenty-four Trade 
Guilds’ Association last evening, 
when a representative gathering of 
Chinese merchants was presided over 
by Mr. Dow Tze-tuen, - 

The chnirman explained that as the 
currency problem concerned all 
Chinese. merchants he desired the 
gathering to give the problem their 
esreful consideration. Mr. Dow then 
invited Mr. Ho Tuc te address the 
meeting on the pros and cons of 
stnbilization. * 

After emphasising the chaos which, 
he said, would result during the 
transitional period were the Hong- 
kong dollar to be stabilised, Mr, Ho 
Ju enh that these who advoented 
stabilisation ‘had no consideration for 
the general good of the community, 
and he considered that such people 
not only did 2 lot of propaganda work 
in Hongkong but they also sugmested 
to labour circles and manufacturers 
at Tome that if the Hongkong dollar 
were stabilized the purchasing power 
of the people would be increased con- 
siderably. 

Mr. Ho Iu told the meeting that 
those who had Invested in shares and 
had property in Hongkong would be 
much nffected hy stabilization. The 
Nam Pak Yong importers and ex- 
porters would be the — first people 
affected by the chaos produced follow- 
Ing stabilisation, he -declared. The 
trade depression al Annam and 
Kwangchowan following stabilization 
wns cited. Z 

Mr. Yo Tu also visualized the danger 
of people drawing thelr moncy from 
banks for property investment in 
Chinn, when they found that they 
were holding a much dearer currency, 
with the result that Hongkong shares 
and properties would affected. 
This would indirectly affect. mer- 
chants putting shares and property 
deeds in banks as security 
their letters of credit.

MUI TSAI PROBLEM, 


“HOW THE ORDINANCE 
WORKED LAST YEAR? 


The following extracts relating 
to the mul-tsal problem are taken 
from the report of the Secrotary 
for Chineso Affairs for: 1930, 
which has. just been published: 

Part It of-the Femalo Domestic 
Service Ordinance was! brought 
inte forces by proclamation on 
Decombor ist, 1929, and © period 
of six montha was allowed for 
registration of Mui’ Tani, The 
‘responae at first was very ‘slow. 
but a campaign of advertisement 
and distribution of many thou- 
sands of pamphlets resulted in an 
ultimate total of 4,299 registra- 
tions. The districts Watch Com- 


mittee rendered - valuable service: 


in helping this department to 


attain a result which is considered ' 


very satisfactory. 

The Ordinance further requires 
subsequent notification on the 
ocension not only of the death or 
disappearance of a mul-tsai but 
also of her intended removal from 
the Coleny, change of addresa or 
intended marriage. By the end of 
December this department — took 
note of attrition in the ranka of 
Hongkong Mui Tsai to the extent 
of 206, No new registrations arc 
permitted and by degrees the 
numbers in the Colony will be re- 
duced to vanishing point. Al 
though hard cases have occurred, 
this department  has__ Btrictly 
carried out the policy laid down 
with regard to bringing unregis- 
tered mui-taal into the Colony, and 
jnvarlably prosecutea-the offenders 
who have in many cases without 
concealment themselves acquaint- 
ed ua with their offence. In all 
such eases action is taken in the 
best interests of the girl, This 
may take the form of allowing her 
to remain in a household where 
she Is obviously happy provided 
the persons coneerned leave the 
Colony under officin] supervision, 

Daring the year 26 prosecutions 
were brought under the Mui Tsai 
Ordinance () of 1928) with 22 con-
